"The right to own ourselves," de- 


clared the labor leader, "the right to 
be free from a court's direction or a 
udge's decision, when we exercise 
hat normal and natural right to stop 
work, not to commit crime, not to

says it is no more wrong for Mr. Proc- 
ter to spend this sum "to give the coun- 
try a good president" than it would be 
for him to give it to a university or a 
park, or to use it to build monuments or 
libraries. Perhaps not. no one could hope 
to possess so high a politico-moral sense 
as The Tribune. \Ve lose our equilibri- 
um—our recollections of the decalogue 
even become blurred, in the presence of 
so exalted an intelligence. 


Mr. Procter is head of a J?l-i.(HHUHKl 


corporation and is said to be the com- 
manding figure in a sl-10,000.000 combin- 
ation recently organized. If he may with 
propriety spend half a million or a mil- 
lion dollars "to give the country a good 
president" is it not necessary to accord 
the same privilege to the United States 
Steel corporation or the Standard Oil 
Co. We cannot limit the right to provid* 
the people with a good president to the 
soap interests of the nation. It is a phil- 
anthopy which must be open to all. It 
is possible, even probable, the steel, oil, 
coal, soap and other interests might 
unanimously agree upon the man who 
would make a good president for the 
people, and in that event they would in- 
deed, lo again quote The Tribune, be 
performing "high service" for their coun- 
try; they might well receive the distinc- 
tion of patriots. But in case they dis- 
agreed, and the Standard Oil candidate 
was not the Steel trust candidate, how 
would the people know which was giv- 
ing the ''good president" and which was 
bamboozling it? Plainly that would be 
too perilous a choice. 


Our own opinion is that if we are to 


auction off the presidency we ought to 
hold to the customary rules and award 
it to the highest bidder. Presumably 
the corporations or interests which could 
muster the most money could buy the 
best timber for the office. 
Of course it 


is possible that occasionally a candidate 
of outstanding strength or ability might 
hold up the corporations by demanding 
a greater price than they were willing to 
pay. but that would be a hazard of the 
business of providing the country with 
presidents they would have to take. 


On the whole we see; no serious objec- 


tions to The Tribune plan. (ien. Wood 
having convinced the soap interests that 
he is the man for the presidency, the way 
is open for the others to win the support 
of the oil and steel interests. Mr. Kd- 
wards has the approval of the liquor in- 
terests although they probably are not 
placing a very high monetary value upon 
the presidency this year, while certain of 
the steel interests which were caught in 
an attempt to defraud the government 
out of *<MMHMKH> in taxes, seem W have a 
keen regard for Attorney General Pal- 
mer. Are there no bidders for Hiram 
and Herbert? If not. we must dismiss 
them from consideration, because we 
want no cheap man lor president. As 
for Lowden. he is not lo be dismayed by 
the new order of things. He shows his 
confidence in himself ;is ;i "good man for 
president'' by putting up close to *HKK- 
(HIO in his own behalf; Col. Procter can 
whistle up his hieove if he likes. 


To date it is estimated that from one 


to two million dollars is bid for Wood. 
It is a handsome figure, enough to turn 
the head of any ordinary aspirant for the 
White house, more even than I". S. Steel 
pays for its president. But who can say 
what another week may bring forth? 
The market may rise lo loftier planes 
and induce some of the really high- 
priced gentry to consider the sacrifice of

There is no 
better remedy known.' 


Physic and Appendicitis 


In an attack of acute appendicitis is it ad- 


visable or not to give a purgative. 
If advisable, 


what purgative is best? I have heard that olive 
oil is recommended. (Rev. S.) 


ANSWER—The surgeons advise against all 


physics in such a disease, for the purgative may 
spread the inflammation. 
The physicians are 


not so positive about that. My personal belief is 
that an active physic such as a full dose of any 
kind of salts, may be given, provided operation 
can be done at any time it may seem necessary. 
If the patient is beyond the reach of a surgeon,
